I he N e w Deal has tw o plans for the em ploym ent of 
labor. O ne is through the huge expenditure of public hinds 
on public works. 
The other is to force employers to grant 
labor a shorter work day or w eek, setting minimum w ages 
below which em ployers cannot go. Until there is em ploym ent 
for upward of eight million more people these people will 
either be1 em p loyed or supported at public expense. 
The program calls for expenditures which will run the 
governm ent into debt lit the rate of anyw here from five to 
seven billion dollars a year. 
Business is frankly w on dering 
h ow long the governm ent can stand the strain. 
I he g o v e r n ­ 
ment can go bankrupt as w ell as any other business, and w e 
can imagine lew eventualities quite as disastrous as bank 
ruptcy of tie- governm ent of the U nited States. But in the 
blight lexicon of the N ew Deal w e should worry. 
It m ay be- assum ed that up to a certain point increasing 
taxation will take care of the bill, but w e believe that point has 
been passed. 
I he past four years have jumped our national 
di bt from 16 to l l billions, so that w e are going into the hole 
at the rate o f four billion dollars a year.
